Nikita Sure 
to Turn UR 
Spectacular

AVASHINGTON (AP)- Commu- 


nist diplomatic sources hinted to- 
day that Nikita Khrushchev may 
turn up with some spectacular 
new proposals when he meets 
President Kennedy in Vienna. 
Sources who claim to have back- 
ground information recall that the 
Soviet premier usually comes up 
with sweeping proposals whenever 
he crosses the Iron Curtain.
